It  was  with  profound  regret  that  the  faculty  and 
trustees  of  Wofford  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  DuPre,  who  had  served  for  twenty  years  as 
Dean  of  Wofford  College. 

He  was  graduated  from  Wofford  in  1895  and 
received  his  M.A.  in  1896.  He  also  received  the 
LL.D.  degree  from  Furman  University  in  1933. 

Dean  DuPre  had  been  consistently  just,  anxious 
to  promote  the  students'  welfare,  and  had  em- 
bodied, during  his  term  of  office,  the  highest 
ideals  of  scholarship  and  service.  He  was  the 
first  dean  in  the  history  of  the  college,  and  estab- 
lished an  admirable  body  of  tradition  for  all 
future  deans. 

Since  he  entered  Wofford  fifty  years  ago  as 
a  freshman  he  has  never  lost  his  connection  with 
the  institution — first  as  headmaster  of  the  fitting 
school,  then  as  professor,  and  finally  as  dean. 

Few  Wofford  men  are  more  universally  admired 
and  respected.

WOFFORD  WINS  MILITARY  CUP 

Twenty-five  members  of  the  Wofford  College  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps,  while  attending  the  six  weeks' 
encampment  at  Fort  McClellan,  Alabama,  won  the  pro- 
ficiency cup  in  competition  with  twenty-eight  colleges 
in  the  Fourth  Corps  Area  sending  infantry  units  to  the 
camp.  This  marks  the  first  time  the  Wofford  unit  has 
won  the  cup  in  competition  with  all  military  colleges 
in  the  South. 

Ratings  were  based  on  activities  of  each  cadet  in 
each  military  unit  during  the  six  weeks'  encampment. 
Points  were  given  for  excellence  in  conduct,  field  train- 
ing, rifle  firing,  leadership,  and  other  activities  such  as 
athletics.

Recitations  and  classroom  work  take  up  the  biggest 
single  chunk  of  the  student's  time,  except  studying  for 
classes.

The  Publications  Board  was  formed  in  1935-36  to  control  the 
finances  of  the  student  publications.  Under  its  supervision,  bills 
are  paid  pronnptly,  collections  are  made  regularly  and  thor- 
oughly, and  a  complete  accounting  is  provided  for.  The  Old 
Gold  and  Black  is  issued  twenty-eight  times  a  year  instead  of 
twelve,  and  The  Journal  has  an  improved  and  more  expensive 
format  for  its  five  issues.  Last  year  The  Bohemian  had  re- 
duced its  direct  charges  to  the  student  body  from  around 
$2800  to  some  $1400  and  nearly  doubled  the  amount  of  pho- 
tography and  engraving  in  its  pages.  To  these  gains  may  be 
added  a  new  enthusiasm  and  pride  on  the  part  of  all  staffs. 

"And  so  across  the  centuries  one  hears  the  statement  of  the 
undying  purpose  of  the  kind  of  education  to  which  the  little 
colleges  have  dedicated  themselves,  and  so  long  as  men  value 
the  worth  of  the  things  of  the  spirit  for  the  service  of  the  com- 
mon life,  and  so  long  as  these  colleges  themselves  keep  faith, 
though  under  changed  conditions,  with  the  purposes  that  gave 
them  birth,  they  need  not  accept  anybody's  good-bye  as 
authentic  and  final."

January  14,  1941,  marked  a  significarnt  milestone  in 
the  history  of  Wofford  College.  A  chapter  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  to  be  known  as  the  South  Carolina 
Beta,  was  established  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Wofford  charter  in  formal  ceremonies  in  the  college 
chapel.  Dean  Marjorie  hHope  Nicholson  of  Smith 
College,  President  of  the  United  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society,  represented  the  national  organization. 

Dr.  hHenry  Nelson  Snyder  was  instrumental  in  se- 
curing this  honor  for  Wofford,  and  many  of  the  dis- 
tinguished guests  paid  personal  tribute  to  him. 
Twelve  years  of  inspections,  reports,  and  interviews 
were  required  before  final  action  to  grant  the  chap- 
ter was  finally  taken  in  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Council 
at  San  Francisco. 

Charter  members  of  the  organization  were  those 
Wofford  professors  who  had  been  given  member- 
ship in  other  schools:  Dr.  H.  N.  Snyder,  Dr.  D.  D. 
Wallace,  Dr.  Albert  Stanbury,  Dr.  Olin  B.  Ader,  and 
Dr.  hHerbert  E.  Vermillion.  This  nucleus  elected  thirty 
fou.ndation  members,  among  which  were  seven  other 
faculty  members,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees:  Dr.  Coleman  B.  Waller,  Dr.  W.  L.  Pugh, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Chiles,  Prof.  W.  C.  Herbert,  Dr.  A.  M. 
DuPre,  Dr.  A.  M.  Trawick,  Dr.  J.  G.  Clinkscales,  and 
Mr.  hHoward  B.  Carlisle.

Requirements  for  membership 
are  high,  and  students  must  be  in  the  upper  scholarship 
brackets  of  their  class  to  qualify.  Wofford's  recognition  is 
especially  marked  because  only  one  other  educational  in- 
stitution in  South  Carolina,  the  University,  has  a  chapter. 
College  officials  justly  regard  this  year  and  the  beginnings 
of  the  chapter  here  as  epochal  in  the  story  of  Wofford's 
progress.

The  purpose  of  the  International  Relations  Club  is  to 
broaden  the  individual's  knowledge  of  international  affairs, 
and  through  a  comprehensive  study  of  current  events, 
to  acquaint  the  mennbers  with  the  nnanner  in  which  foreign 
affairs  affect  our  daily  lives.  At  its  bi-weekly  meetings 
subjects  of  international  import  are  treated  in  well  planned 
programs.  Frequently,  visiting  speakers  address  the  group.

Maintenance  of  an 
average  of  ninety  throughout  the  college  course  is  one 
qualification  for  membership  in  the  group.  The  high 
standards  maintained  makes  membership  a  very  desirable 
campus  honor. 

The  local  chapter  sends  representatives  to  the  South- 
east International  Relations  Club  Conference  each  spring 
and  to  various  other  gatherings. 

Each  year  the  club  places,  for  reference,  in  the  Wofford 
Library  selected  books  on  international  affairs.

Sigma  Tau  Alpha  is  a  honorary  Christian  leadership  fraternity,  founded  at 
Wofford  on  November  18,  1937.  Its  primary  aim  is  the  development  of 
Christian  leadership  through  the  rendering  of  Christian  service. 

The  fraternity  is  divided  into  five  departments — Worship,  Deputation, 
Radio,  Publicity,  Music — each  being  headed  by  a  departmental  director 
who  is  a  member  of  the  President's  Cabinet.  This  cabinet  assigns  each 
member  to  that  department  in  which  he  is  best  suited  to  serve. 

Membership  is  achieved  only  by  invitation,  based  upon  a  creditable 
class  standing,  a  record  of  worthy  service,  and  recognition  of  potential 
ability.  The  Wofford  Chapter,  numerically,  is  about  evenly  divided  between 
lay  and  ministerial  students. 

Briefly,  the  work  of  the  Wofford  Chapter  consists  of  teaching  in  Church 
schools  and  missions,  preaching,  leading  young  people's  groups  and  prayer 
meetings,  sending  deputation  teams  to  neighboring  cities,  writing  on  re- 
ligious subjects,  rendering  musical  programs,  and  presenting  weekly  broad- 
casts over  radio  station  WSPA  in  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  chapter  are  held  throughout  the  year  for  wor- 
ship, business,  and  mutual  encouragement.
